King appeared before the grand jury 
and waived immunity, the statement 
said, although named as a conspirator, 
he was not indicted.

| cis A. Winslow, Wednesday. Although 
‘invited to appear befofe the grand 
jury during its deliberations, Miller de- 
clined, Hiram C. Todd, special assist- 
ant attorney general, prosecuting the 
case, said today.

Want Him Dead. 

The police had two fizzles to live 
down and the word was that the only 
way it can be done is to bring in Dur- 
kin—not alive. Chief of Police Collins 
said he wanted Durkin killed without 
hesitation, and it was pretty broadly 
hinted that promotion is in store for 
the policeman whose bullet ends the 
hunt for Durkin.

ent ‘time, receive such treatment when 
it is too late. 

2. Qualified treatment, tn the light of a 
generation of medica! experience, means 
essentially a surgical operation which 
will remove the cancerous mass in its 
entirety, and while it is still in an early 
and nondisseminated condition. It also 
means the use of X-ray and radium, 
which in many cases are the most suc- 
cessful, particularly in connection with 
surgical operations. 

3. Qualified treatment ts opposed to the 
employment of patent medicines or cancer 
cures advertised by irresponsible per- 
sons. Such cures frequently afford tem- 
porary relief, but lead more certainly to 
death from cancer in the end, 

a 

4. It is of: supreme importance for the 
patient to rid his mind of groundless 
fears and needless appréhensions. Sur- 
gical operations for cancer at the present 
time aré rarely fatal; but cancer itself, 
if left undisturbed, always leads to 
death. 

5. Cancer is not an infectious nor a 
contagious disease, and there are no 
cases on record {n which the disease has 
been transmitted to a doctor or an at- 
tending nurse, or otherwise. 

6. Cancer is not inherited, although it 
occasionally occurs in families which are 
living under the same conditions and are 
subject to the same habits of life. 

7. Cancer is not a general or a blood 
disease, but always a loca) affection and 
the direct result of some form of irrita- 
tion, which varies with the different or- 
gans and parts of the body. 

8. The onset of cancer is difficult of 
prevention in many cases, except in the 
direction of more simple habits of life, 
conforming to a more natural mode of 
existence, chiefly in the direction of 
avoiding all forms of bodily irritation. 

, ~- 

8. Of considerable importance is the 
avoidance of irritating foods, the effects 
of which vary with different people. 

10. Equally important is the avoidance 
of excess in eating and drinking, particu- 
larly in meat and sugar consumption. 

11. It is also important to avoid the use 


of excessively hot foods which are 23 
source of irritation. 

12. Some qualified opinions favor the 
avoidance of raw foods, as possibly con- 
veying irritating parasites into the body. 
This, for other reasons, is in any event 
advisable, 

13. It may also be suggested that irri- 
tating gases and fumes should be avoid- 
ed, and special attention should be given 
to domestic heating arrangements, re- 
sulting in imperfect fuel combustion. 

14. Finally, there is danger in obstruc- 
tive clothing, particularly on the part of 
women, or habits of tight lacing, which 
may injure the breasts or other parts of 
the body. y 

15. Danger signs of cancer are difficult 
to define, but it may be said that any 
abnormality of the bodily functions after 
the age of 30, is extremely suggestive and 
demanding prompt and qualified medical 
attention.

WHEN GOODS MAY BE SOLD. 


Chicago, Oct. 27.—[To the Legal Friend 
of the People.]—A furrier took an old 
fashioned coat of considerable value and 
made it over, furnishing some new ma- 
terial. His charges are $150 which the 
owner cannot pay at present. The fur- 
rier has had the coat for seven months 
and says he will sell it even though the 
owner objects. Is it legally possible for 
him to do this? Please state the law 
about this as fully as possible. H. H. 

A creditor does not, merely by virtue of 
being in possession of goods belonging to his 
debtor, have any technical right to sell with- 
out legal proceedings, although the right of 
set-off would give him a qualified immunity if 
he sold without right. 

Uniess the value of the goods is emall, com- 
pared with the debt, and they are not likely 
to be reclaimed, the safest course is to proceed 
under the 1921 statute which provides for a

on real estate. Any person who has expended

William D, Hayward, 
former United States district attor- 
ney, has been retained as general coun- 
sel. 


Law Is Confusing. 

“The present federal revenue act 
attaches a tax on club dues, initia- 
tion fees, dnd on certain classes of 
stock certificates. oth the law and 
the rulings on thellaw are so Vague 
and confusing that numerous clubs 
are taking the matter to the highest 
courts individually and collectively at 
a considerable cost,” Mr. Pearce said. 
“In addition,* large sums have been 
refunded to clubs which were illegally 
collected, 

‘* Some clubs claim the form of their 
stock certificates prevents them from 
attaching a tax. There are verious 


ways i which the nature and status 
| of certificates may be changed to avoid 
| payment of the tax and remain within 


Claim Double Tax. 

| ‘Every man pays a tax on his net 
‘income, both federal and state. Club 
j dues are not deductible. He then pays 
‘his club dues, with war tax of ten 
‘per cent. Therefore he is paying the 
tax double.

Coyote and wolf trappers, prairie 
dog poisoners, and mountain lion and 
bear hunters are not rare in the United 
States in this day and age when preda- 
tory animals are being warred upon, 
but Michigan steps into the calcium 
this fall by employing a hawk hunter, 
whose business has been to send hot 
shot at the few species which have 
reputations as killers.

To do the job right and throw a scare into 
the hawk ranks the conservation department 
of Michigan passes up all candidates by the 
name wv. bird, dove, or partridge. or similiar 
monickers and sends out Curran Hawkins 
as the original “ hawk hound."’ He has been 
living up to his name by decimating the 
ranks of the goshawks, Coopers, and sharp 
shinned hawks as they pass over Michigan 
on their fall migration. 
oe 
According to Kendrick Kimball, Hawkins 
was a busy man last week. He took his 
gun, a big bunch of shells and then parked 
bimself on Whitefish point. a woods that 
juts out in Lake Superior. There he sat. 
his eyes on the horizon as he waited for the 
hawk push which seems to take the birds 
rignt over Whitefish point. When the feain- 
ered hunters appeared, Hawkins proceeded 
to hand it to ‘em, his gun singing a regular 
death song for the species which have been 
proven to be killers of game and song 
birds.
